6. In view of the past two incidents and the pre- 
vailing attitude in ocS I recommend the AD/OSA discuss the 
problem with AD/OCS and formulate a position directive on 
poth staffs. It is clearly evident to me OCS personnel want 
very much to know all of OSA activity, but want to preclude 
any knowledge on our part of their programming or computer 
operation, This "one way street" of information flow can 
only prove detrimental to OSA.
